Alfalfa  hay  is  selling  higher  than  bran  in  most  of  the  live¬ 
stock  areas  of  this  country.  In  fact  all  grains  are  ridiculously 
cheap  compared  to  legume  hays  of  any  kind.  This  is  due  to 
a  comparative  shortage  of  legume  hay  in  the  Cornbelt  this 
winter. 

But  next  year  promises  to  be  worse.  Much  of  the  clover 
is  a  total  failure.  Two  years  of  drouth  followed  by  a  winter 
of  excessive  freezing  and  thawing  have  impaired  the  alfalfa 
crop  on  many  farms.  There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that 
legume  hays  will  be  even  more  scarce  next  winter. 

Have  plenty  of  alfalfa  or  clover  this  year  if  possible.  But 
if  there  is  any  chance  of  not  having  enough  of  these  two  crops, 
then  the  smart  farmer  will  insure  his  income  for  next  winter 
now  by  providing  for  plenty  of  soybeans  for  a  hay  crop.

EDITORIAL 


Co-Operating  to  the 

Farmers  Disadvantage 

We  have  always  favored  and  lent  every  assist- 
■  ance  to  farmers  co-operating  in  the  sale  of  their 
home-grown  products  to  secure  better  prices. 
When  co-operative  organizations  were  formed  it 
was  hoped  that  a  step  in  the  right  direction  had 
been  made,  but  when  these  very  organizations 
begin  breaking  down  prices  in  the  East,  it  is  time 
to  STOP  and  THINK. 

Before  these  co-operative  organizations  were 
formed,  all  grains  such  as  corn,  rye,  wheat,  etc., 
produced  in  the  East  were  sold  by  farmers  at  a 
>  premium  over  the  Chicago  price  equivalent  to  the 
!  freight  to  Eastern  points  ranging  from  10c.  to 
15c.  per  bushel.  Now  a  few  of  these  co-operative 
S  organizations,  chartered  under  the  co-operative 
marketing  law,  operating  tax  free,  are  linking  up 
i  with  large  Western  feed  mills  and  bringing  into 
the  East  hundreds  of  carloads  of  grain  in  the 
form  of  dairy,  horse  and  poultry  feeds  which  are 
being  sold  in  direct  competition  with  our  own 
Eastern  and  Southern  grown  grain. 

This  excessive  importation  of  feedstuffs  is  hav¬ 
ing  a  severe  effect  on  the  demand  for  grains 
which  our  own  Eastern  and  Southern  farmers 
produce,  until  now  our  Eastern  prices  on  all 
grains  are  as  low  or  lower  than  the  Chicago  price, 
due  to  the  lack  of  demand  for  our  own  local 
grown  grain.  This  is  causing  the  loss  of  millions 
of  dollars  to  our  Eastern  fanners  and  demoraliz¬ 
ing  the  demand  for  their  products.  It  never  helps 
any  farmer  to  buy  his  feedstuffs  at  a  few  cents 
cheaper  if  in  turn  he  has  to  sell  his  crops  at 
ruinous  prices.  The  best  way  to  increase  the 
value  of  our  home-grown  crops  is  to  demand  that 
the  mixed  feeds  you  buy  are  made  from  grains 
produced  in  the  South  and  East.
